ORDINANCE , 1992 

No. 18 OF 1992 
Promulgated by the President in the Forty -third Year of the 

Republic of India . 
An Ordinance to provide for the regulation of the multimodal 

transportation of goods , from any place in India to a place 
outside India , on the basis of a multimodal transport contract 
and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in sesstion and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clase ( 1 ) 
of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 


CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 


1. ( 1 ) This Ordinance may be called the Multimodal Transportation of 
Goods Ordinance, 1992 .

2 . In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, –

( a ) " carrier " means a person who is engaged in the business 
transporting for hire goods, by road , rail, inland waterways or sea ; 


(b ) " competent authority " means any person or authority authorised 
by the Central Government, by notification in the Official Gazette , to 
perform the functions of the competent authority under this Ordinance ;

(i) in the case of negotiable multimodal transport document, 
delivering of the consignment to , or placing consignment at the 
disposal of, the consignee or any other person entitled to receive it ; 

(ü ) in the case of non -negotiable multimodal transport 
document, delivering of the consignment to , or placing consignment 
at the disposal of the consignee or any person authorised by the 
consignee to accept delivery of the consignment on his behalf ; 


( 8 ) " endorseo " means the person in whose favour an endorsement 
is made , and in the case of successive endorsements, the person in whose 
favour the last endorsement is made; 


(h ) " endorsement" means the signing by the consignec or the 
lendorsee after adding a direction on a negotiable multimodal transport 
document to pass the property in the goods mentioned in such document 
to a specified person ; 


(i ) " goods" includes 

(1 ) containers, pallets, or similar articles of transport used to 
consolidate goods; and 

( IT ) animals ; 


( 1) " mode of transport" means carriage of goods by road, rail , 
Inland waterways or sea ; 

( k ) " multimodal transportation " means carriage of goods by two 
or more modes of transport from the place of acceptance of goods in 
India to a place of the delivery of goods outside India ; 

(1) " multimodal transport contract " moans a contract entered into 
by the consignor and the multimodal transport operator for multimodal 
transportation ; 
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( m ) "multimodal transport operator " means any person who 


( i) concludes a multimodal transport contract on his own 
behalf or through another person acting on his behalf ; 

( ii ) acts as principal, and not as an agent cither of the 
consignor or of the carrier participating in the multimodal trans 
portation , and who assumes responsibility for the performance of 
the said contract ; and 

(ii) is registered under sub -section (1 ) of section 4 ; 
( n ) " begotiable multimodal transport document" means a multimo 
dal transport document which is - 

(i) made out to order or to bearer; or 
(ii) made out to order and is transferable by endorsement; or 

(iii) made out to bearer and is transferable without endorse 
ment; 

( 0 ) " non -negotiable multimodal transport document means a 
multimodal transport document which indicates only one named 
consignee ; 

(p ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this 
Ordinance ; 

( 9 ) " registration " means registration of multimodal transport operator 
under sub -section ( 3 ) of section 4 . 


CHAPTER II 


REGULATION OF MULTIMODAL TRANSPORTATION 
3 . No person shall carry on or commence the business of multimodal 
transportation unless he is registered under this Ordinance : 


Provided that a person carrying on the business of multimodal transpor 
tation immediately before the commencement of this Ordinance, may continue 
to do so for a period of three months from such commencement; and if he 
has made an application for registration within the said period , till the disposal 
of such application ,

4 . (1 ) Any person may apply for registration to the competent authority 
to carry on or commence the business of multimodal transportation .

( 2 ) An application under sub -section ( 1 ) shall be made in such form 
as may be prescribed and shall be accompanied by a fee of ten thousand 
rupees. 

(3 ) On receipt of the application , the competent authority shall satisfy 
that the applicant fulfils the following conditions, namely : 

(a ) (i) that the applicant is a shipping company or a company 
engaged in the business of freight forwarding in India or abroad with a 
ininimum annual turnover of fifty lakh rupees during the immediate 
preceding financial year or an average annual tarnover of fifty lakh rupees 
during the preceding thrce financial ycars is certified by a chartered 
accountant within the meaning of the Chartered Accountants Act , 1949 ;

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( ii ) that if the applicant is a company other than the company 
specified in sub -clause (i) , the subscribed share capital of such company 
is not less than fifty lakh rupees ; 


(b ) that the applicant has offices or agents or representatives in 
not less than two other countries, 
and on being so satisfied , register the applicant as multimodal transport 
operator and grant a certificate to it to carry on or commence the business oi 
multimodal transportation and the competent authority may , for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, refuse to grant registration if it is satisfied that the 
applicant does not fulfil the said conditions. 

(4 ) A certificate granted under sub -section ( 3 ) shall be valid for a 
period of one year and may be reacwed irom tirne to time for a further 
period of onc year at a time. 


(5 ) An apprication for renewal shall be made in such form as may be 
prescribed and shall be accompanicd by a fee of two thousand rupees .

6 . ( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by an order made by the competent authority 
under section 5 may prefer an appeal to the Central Government within such 
period as may be prescribed . 

(2 ) No appeal shall be admitted if it is preferred after the expiry of the 
prescribed period : 

Provided that an appeal may be admitted after the expiry of the prescribed 
period if the appellant satisfies the Central Government that he had sufficient 
cause for not prefernng the appcal within the prescribed period . 


( 3) Every appeal made under this section shall be made in such form and 
on payment of such fees as may be prescribed and shall be accompanted by a 
copy of the order appealed against. 


(4 ) On receipt of any such appeal, the Central Government shall, after 
giving the parties a reasonable opportunity of being heard and after making 
such enquiry as it deems proper, make such order as it thinks fit.

(k ) freight payable by the consignor or the consignee , as the case 
may be; 

(1) the signature of the multimodal transport operator or of a person 
duly authorised by him ; 

(m ) the intended journcy route, modes of transport and places of 
transhipment, if known at the time of its issue ;

12 . (1) The consignor shall be deemed to have guaranteed to the multi 
modal transport operator the adequacy and accuracy , at the time the multimodal 
transport operator takes charge of the goods, of the particulars referred to in 
clausts (a ) and (b ) of section 9 as furnished by the consignor for insertion in 
the multimodal transport document. 

(2 ) The consignor shall indemnify the multimodal transport operator against 
loss resulting from inadequacy or inaccuracy of the particulars referred to in 
sub - section (1). 

( 3) The right of the multimodal transport operator under sub -section (2 ) 
shall in no way limit his liability under the multimodal transport contract to 
any person other than the consignor . 

CHAPTER IV 
RESPONSIBILITIES AND LIABILITIES OF THE MULTIMODAL TRANSPORT OPERATOR 

13. ( 1 ) The multimodal transport operator shall be liable for loss 
resulting from 

( a ) any loss of, or damage to , the consignment;

Provided that the multimodal transport operator shall not be liable if 
he proves that no fault or neglect on his part or that of his servants or 
agents had caused or contributed to such loss , damage or delay in deli 
very : 


Provided further that the multimodal transport operator shall not be 
liable for loss or damage arising out of delay in delivery unless the con 
signor had made a declaration of interest in timely delivery which has 
been accepted by the multimodal transport operator . 


Explanation . — For the purposes of this sub -section , " delay in delivery " 
shall be deemed to occur when the consignment has not been delivered 
within the time expressly agrecd upon or, in the absence of such 
agreement within a reasonable time required by a diligent multimodal 
transport operator , having regard to the circumstances of the case , to 
effect the delivery of the consignment . 


(2 ) If the consignment has not been delivered within ninety consecu 
tive days following the date of delivery expressly agreed upon or the 
reasonable time referred to in the Explanation to sub -section (1 ), the 
claimant may treat the consignment as lost . 


14 .. (1 ) Where a multimodal transport operator becomes liable for 
any loss of , or damage to , any consignment, the nature and value where 
of have not been declared by the consignor before such consignment 
has been taken in charge by the multimodal transport operator and the 
stage of transport at which such loss or damage occurred is not known, 
then the liability of the multimodal transport operator to pay compen 
sation shall not exceed two Special Drawing Rights per kilogram of the 
gross weight of the consignment lost or damaged or 666 .67 Special 
Drawing Rights per package or unit lost or damage , whichever is 
higher

amount not exceeding 8.33 Special Drawing Rights per kilogram of the 
gross weight of the goods lost or damaged .

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15 . Where a multimodal transport operator becomes liable for any loss 
of, or damage to , any consignment, the pature and value whereof have not 
been declared hy the consignor before such consignment has been taken 
in charge by the multimodal transport operator and the stage of trans 
port at which such loss or damage occurred is known , then the limit of 
the liability of the multimodal transport operator for such loss or damage 
shall be determined in accordance with the provisions of the relevant law 
applicable in relation to the mode of transport during the course of which 
the inss or damage occurred and any stipulation in the multimodal trans 
port contract to the contrary shall be void and unenforceable . 


16 . Where delay in delivery of the consignment occurs under any of

The multimodal transport operator shall not be entitled to the be 
nefit of the limitation of liability under any of the provisions of this Chap 
ter if it is proved that the loss, damage or delay in delivery of consign 
ient resulted from an act or omission of the multimodal transport 
operator with intent to cause such loss , damage or delay or recklessly 
and with knowledge that such loss, damage or delay would probably 
result . 

The multimodal transport operator shall not. in any case , be liable 
for an amount greater than the liability for total loss of goods for which

CHAPTER V 


MISCELLANEOUS 


21 . (1 ) Where the consignor hands over such goods as may be pres- 
cribed to a nultimodal transport operator or any person acting on behalf of 
such operator , the consignor shall inform him of the nature of the dangerous 
goods and , if necessary, the precautions to be taken while transporting such 
goods.

(i) in Article I, in clause ( c ) after the words " merchandi 
ses," , the words " containers, pallets or similar article of trans 
port used to consolidate goods if supplied by the shipper," shall 
be inserted ; 
(ii) in Article IJI, 

(1 ) in paragraph 4 , the following shall be added at the 
end , namely : 

“ However , proof to the contrary shall not be admis 
sible when the bill of lading has been transferred to a 
third party acting in good faith ." ; 

(2 ) in paragraph 6 , in the third sub -paragraph , the fol 
lowing shall be added at the end, namely : - - 

" This period may , however , be extended if the 
parties so agrco after the cause of action has arisen ; 

Provided that a suit may be brought after the expiry 
of the perior of one year referred to in this sub - para 
graph within a further period of not more than three 

months as allowed by the court ." ; 
( iii ) in Article IV , in paragraph 5 , 


( 1) for the words and figures " mount exceeding 100 l, 
per package or uoit" , the words and figures " amount exceed 
ing 666 .67 Special Drawing Rights per package or unit or 
two Special Drawing Rights per kilogram of gross weight 
of the goods lost or damaged , whichever is higher " shall be 
substituted ; 


(2 ) after the first sub- paragraph , the following 
paragaphs shall be inserted , namely : -- 


sub 


"Where a container, pallet or similar article of 
transport is used to consolidate goods , the numbrr of 
packages or units enumerated in the bill of lading and 
as packed in such article of transport shall: be deemed 
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to be the number of packages or units for the purposes 
of this paragraph as far as these packages or units are 
concerned , 

Neither the carrier nor the ship shall be entitled to 
the benefit of the limitation of liability provided for in 
This paragraph if it is proved that the damage resulted 
from an act or omission of the carrier done with intent 
10 cause damage , or recklessly and with knowledge that 
dainage would probably result, 

Where ihe nalure or value of the goods has been 
knowingly nisstaled by the shipper in the bill of lading, 
The liability of the carrier or ship shall not exceed the 
value so staled ." .
